when it w m found their coal wa* valuable for the 
purposes of their works. The iron workers found 
thai it produoed a tough.and reliable metal, ha­ 
sid** increasing th* quantity. Its properties were 
also found to be adapted to the purposes of the 
copper works. 
Rhode Island coal at once be- 
came popular, and a demand sprung up which 
required the entire production of the mines. 
The main shaft ie now worked at a depth of 600 
feet perpendicular, and on th* incline 1226 feet. 
b t this depth the miners are not incommoded by 
water, none entering below a depth of something 
more than 200 feet. A afoam pump keeps the 
mine free, and to guard against an accident to 
tha pump or machinery, large reservoir* are con- 
structed whieh prevent an overflow in any event. 
No moisture Ie perceptible below the depth we 
have mentioned, and the miners are aa dry aa 
they would be in working in an open field. 
▲bout fifty tons a day are now brought up, 
more than half of which is sold to th* smelling 
and iron works in Taunton. 
Similar establish- 
manta elsewhere also use it. 
It is used by the 
inhabitants of lh* vicinity for domestic purposes, 
end burns se well aa Pennsylvania coal, though 
requiring more cera in its use. 
Th* coal is brought up in lump* a* it is bleat­ 
ed from the veins, in cars drawn up th* inclined 
plane by machinrry operated by a atationary en­ 
gine. 
these ear* are discharged on an elevated 
platform, where Hie coarse coal or coal in bulk 
may be transferred to cera whereby it is trans­ 
ferred to the dock for shipment, or run upon the 
track of tha Newport railroad for transportation 
to Taunton or other places on iu line. 
The fine 
coal is retained, and passed into and through a 
cylindrical revolving screen, where it ta assorted 
and lh# different grades of coal are obtained.— 
the different elses drop into appropriate spouts 
which convey the coal to tha bins. The dust and 
extremely fine coal passes into a trough through 
which water coming ft o n the mine is conveyed. 
Th# dust ie washed sway, when the remainder is 
again screened, giving chestnut and pea coal.— 
There is a ready sale of these latter coal* in the 
neighbothood, the o n ly draw back b e in g the ex­ 
tra ear# in th# use. 
I*s combustion produces a 
very hot fire. 
There are several strata of coal underlying 
Butt’s Hill, dipping and forming a brain 8,000 
frat across and 1,200 feet deep. 
The strata ex­ 
tend considerably more than a mite, and from 
tha imperfect data wa have, we estimate at leant 
deposit of 60,000.000 tons of eoal readily ac­ 
cessible, which will afford a supply for many 
year*, and during the time prove a sour ae of 
wealth to the State, besides contributing much 
to its independence.

Commodore Farragut again dashing by rebel forts 
captured the Morgan, and Lieut. Cushing has 
now made “one long porthole ” of th# Albemarle. 
Of the sixteen iron-clads, therefore, built and 
captured by the rebels, only four are now afloat, 
n ne having been blown up and aunk, and three 
surrendered.

To add to their misfortunes the iron clads 
lath the Frenih undertook to construct for 
til rn were brought to a stand still on the stocks, 
while those completed by the Messrs. Laird might, 
in truth, ai well here been built for the Emperor 
of Chias so far as any advantage the rebel* will 
reap from them. 
During all this tim# we can 
recall but five Federal iron-clada proper which 
hive been lost. 
Monitor number one was strand­

Our gallant tars have thus completely wiped out 
the rebel navy, and yet the Chicago platform de­ 
clared that the war had thus far been a “ failure.”
